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On paQ^A , last paragraph and page 2, paragraph 1 of the Remarks, applicant argued that Noneman does not teach or suggest "a 
passive period, during which packets are not transferred from one of the radio resource entities to the other radio resource entity over the 
connection," examiner respectfully disagrees. It is noted that Noneman discloses in col. 2, lines 14-26, col. 5, lines 47-57, and abstract, 
lines 1-6, that when there is no packet data is available the data rate is reduced to Idle rate and v^en no packets are being transmitted, 
one or more Idle frames are transmitted at the idle rate. In other words, it is interpreted by^examiner that the Idle frames carry no packet 
data transmission and are transmitted at idle rate to allow receiving end of a channel to stay synchronized with the transmitter. Thus, 
Noneman teaches "a passive period, during v^ich packets are not transferred from one of the radio resource entities to the other radio 
resource entity over, the connection" as recited in daim 1. The above arguments made by examiner are also applicable to claims 24, 31, 
34 and their dependent claims 25-30, 32, 33, 3&-40. 

In light og the foregoing reasons, claims 20-26. 29, 31-36, 39 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as bang anticipated by 
Noneman et al. (USP 5,708,656), daims 27-28. 37-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Noneman in viewofKoencket al. (US Publication 2007/0001007). and daims 30, 40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as bemg 
unpatentable over Noneman in view of Moore et al. (USP 4,251,865).
